THE HALLS ARE DESERTED. 


A Scene of Desolation at the National Cap- 
itoL 


Washington, December 23.—On the house 
side of the capitol this morning there was a 
scene of desolation. The hergira of members 
began some days ago and was kept up 
today and bur half a dozen representatives 
were in the chamber engaged in answering 
their correspondence. Otherwise the hail 
was deserted, except when a ubiquitous 
newspaper man entered it in search of 
an item which he was destined not to 
find, or when a few nolsy pages chased 
one another up aud down the isles in the 
room of the coummictee on appropriations, 
Mr. Sayers, of Texas was busily engaged, 
with the assistance of a clerk, making up 
the sundry civil appropriation bill for re- 
port to the full committee. Besides the 
clerk no one was in the room but M. 
Dockery, of Missouri. He was engaged in 
studying questions relative to internal 
revenue taxation. He stated =i that 
the investigation as to” the con- 
dition of the treasury would 
be carried on solely by. the ways and 
means committee and tliat the appropria- 
tions would not interfere, although he ex- 
‘pressed his belief that it was the proper 
cominitte> to conduct the inquiry.

THE GOLD SEEKER. 


“Thousands on Their Way to the Fields in 


Utah. 

Denver, December  23.—The greatest 
gold fever that has stricken Colorado 
since the Ruby and California Gulch digg- 
ings drew thousands of miners into those 
camps, has now complete possession of the 
west. Here, as well as in every camp of 
Colorado, New Mexico and Arizona, there 
is nothing talked of except the new places; 
fields of San Juan silver in southern Utah. 

At Durango, Rico and ores in this 
state many outfits have already been started 
for the new fields, and by Saturday it 
is estimated that three hundred miners 
will have left for these points. Mining 
men in almost every town are clubbing to- 
gether and offering big inducements to 
professional prospectors to visit the mines. 

At Albuquerque, N: M., and other points 
along the, line of the Atlantic and Pacific, 
the excitement is intense and railway offi- 
cials and clerks have thrown up their po- 
sitions and followed the great army of gold 
hunters. The fact that of the many who 
have already gone on to this country, none 
have returned, is strong evidence that the 
land is rich. 

A new stage line will be established from 
Albuquerque, Farmington and Winston 
along the line of the Atlantic and Pacific 
and also from Durango and Dolores, Colo., 
on the line of the Denver and Rio Grande. 

The new gold fields are probably most ac- 
cessable by way of the latter points, which 
are only ninety miles out of the way. A 
stage runs by way of Bluff City, Utah, 
which is now the nearest settlement.

A Monarchial Plot. 


The ministry has evidence, it is reported, 
that the present attack on the government 
is part of an organized plan for the over- 
throw of the republic, and that each step 
taken is carefully discussed in advance 
by the plotters agaiNst the constitution.

Anarchists at Work. 


Much apprehcnsion is felt that the an- 
archists of this city are about to take ad- 
vantage of the present demoralization to 
repeat the outrages of last March.

Monsignor Satolli Announces That Dr. Mc- 
Glyen Has Been Payton Ma 

Washington, December 23.— ous 
case of Dr. McGlynn, of St. Stephens church, 
has finally been decided by the restoration to 
him of authority to perform his priestly 

functians. The gettiement of this case 
came within the scope of the general power 
vested in Monsignor Satolli, papal legate, 
and the decision was promulgated by him 
tonight at the Catholic university, where he 
is stopping. The case was first formally 
presented to Monsignor Satolli Wednesday 
last Father Burtzell, Dr. McGlynn’s friend 
and advisor, throughout his controversy 
with the archbishop, which resulted in the 
suspension of the priest and then his prac- 
tical ex-communication. He presented the 
plea of the deposed priest, at the close of 
which Monsignor Satolli told him to return 
to New York and to communicate t Dr. 
McGlynn a message from him (the mon- 
signor)- ; 

The purport of this message can only be 
surmised, but it is believed to have contain- 
ed a statement of the concessions required 
to be made by him in order 
that his plea might receive 
favorable consideration. 

McGynn's reply was brought to Wash- 
ington this morning by Father Burtsell and 
re ee he and Monsignor Satolli were in con- 
sultation over the matter. 

The presence vf Dr. McGlynn’s friend in 
the city became known, and as a result, 
various reports were circulated as to the 
action of slonsignor Satolli in the matter. 
lt had not been the intention of the papal 
legate to settee the case at this date, but 
at a late hour tonight the following state- 
ment was furnished the United Press by 
a representative of Monsignor Satolli: 

“ho end the many contradictory telegrams 
sent out to the university for inquiry it is 
thought expedient to state that at 9 o’clock 
p. m. Dr. McGlynn was declared free trom 
ecclesiastical censures and restored to the 
exercise of his priestly functions, after hav- 
ing s&tisfied the pope’s legate on all points 
in his case.”

AN INTERESTING HEARING YESTERDA

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The Sherman Silver Law. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, discuss- 
ing the silver question, argues that it is 
the duty of the United States to repeal 
the Sherman silver law. The trouble 
about this proposition is that it is in such 
a state of nakedness it will hardly admit 
of serious discussion. In other words, 
it is absurd in the present condition of 
affairs to propose the unconstitutional re- 
peal of the Sherman law. Such a propo- 
sition cannot be made by any sensible 
person who is not interested in a sudden 
and perhaps disastrous increase in the 
value of gold. We know very well why 
The New York Herald is making the 
proposition and going into hysterics over 
it. A sharp advance in the value of gold 
would be both pleasing and profita’le to 
the money power which has its head- 
quarters in New York, and it is this fac- 
tion The Herald seeks to please. But 
we do not know any reason why The 
Globe-Democrat ‘should seek to bring 
about a crash that would send gold to a 
premium and unsettle the affairs of the 
country. 

Our contemporary declares that if this 
act (the Sherman law) had been repealed 
last summer, “‘the silver problem would 
have then assumed an acute phase, and 
Europe, in self-defense, would have been 
compelled to do something toward aolv- 
ing it.” We have heard something like 
this before. Bzxr* it is difficult to take 
seriously those who make such remarks. 
There is no dovbt that the repeal of the 
Sherman act last summer would have 
produced the acute phase, but would it 
have been necessary ta go to Europe to 
witness the effects? In the mids+* of the 
European acuteness, what would lave 
been the condition of affairs in the Uni- 
ted States? This, after all, is the main 
question. We have littie interest in the 
probable effects of the repeal in Europe. 
Our sole interest is in the effect it would 
have in the United States. 

We should be glad, therefore, to have 
The Globe-Democrat to leave Iurvpe 
out of the question and tell us what the 
result of the repeal would be in this re- 
public where we live and move a1 have 
our being. This is the main—in fact, the 
only—point. If the repeal would cause 
financial contortions and convulsions in 
Europe, which is not specially interested 
in the matter, what would be the effect 
in these United States? Let those who 
live across the ocean scuffle as best they 
may. Our interests are here. We have 
no desire to punish Europe nor to make 
it glad. Our own people are walking 
painfully under the burthens of silver de- 
monetization. Their sufferings will be 
still greater if their currency is brought 
to the basis of demonetized silver through 
an attempt to injure the finances of Eu- 
rope. 

Mr. Harter, of Ohio, whose nervous 
efforts to be a statesman have attracted 
attention, compares the situation to that 
of a man holding up a tottering wall to 
prevent it from falling on the passers-by. 
The man calls on some one to help him, 
as the United States has just called on 
Europe, but his appeals call no one to his 
side. Mr. Harter pictures the man as get- 
ting out of the way and permitting the 
wall to fall, But can the man get out of 
the way? Let the comparison be com- 
plete. Can the United States repeal the 
Sherman law and escape the results of 
the crash? Mr. Harter knows they cannot, 

But it is liseless for the goldolators and 
the wreckers to talk about the repeal of 
the Sherman law for the sake of punish- 
ing Europe. The man who exposed him- 
self to the smallpox in order to give his 
wife the ineasles died in the shuckpen 
after achieving an unenviable notoriety in 
the neighborhood. It would be folly for 
the United States to follow so disastrous 
an example. 

There is but one remedy and that is to 
supplant the Sherman law by an sct re-

Last Wednesday the citizens of Mem- 
phis saw an unusual sight. Dr. W. D. 
Jones, of Osceola, Arkansas, stopped over 
in the city on his way to the penitenti- 
ary at Little Rock to which he had been 
sentenced for the term of two years 

The doctor was not escorted by an 
officer, and it was soon learned that the 
sheriff at Osceola had allowed him to go 
on parole, relying on his word that he 
would surrender himself at the peniten- 
tiary. The prisoner could easily escape, 
but he will not. He is a man of honor 
and will keep his word. 

Dr. Jones is a New Yorker who has re- 
sided some years in Arkansas. About 
two years ago he found an 
overseer in a compromising atti- 
tude with Mrs. Jones and _ killed 
him on the spot. One grand jury 
met and returned no indictment, but a 
second jury indicted him for murder. The 
case was yigorously prosecuted and res 
sulted in a verdict of voluntary map- 
slaighter and a two years’ sentence. The 
prisoner secured a divorce and married 
again. Heis very popular with his neigh- 
bors and it is expected that the governor 
will pardon him before he enters the cell 
set apart for him. 

It is an exceptional case, but in this 
part of the country Dr. Jones weald not 
findsuch an accommodating sheriff. Our 
officials find it mecessary to carry out the 
letter of the law. The whole story reads 
like a chapter Zrom tke south vestern life 
of fifty years ago. It shows, however, 
that it is a mighty good thing for a man 
to conduct himself so that his word will 
be regarded as good as his bond. 


A Descendant of Columbus. 

Next year, when the whole world will 
send its representatives to Chicago to cel- 
ebrate the quadri-centennial anniversary 
of the discovery of America by Columbus, 
the principal lineal descendant of that 
great man will be prevented by his pover- 
ty from accepting our government’s invi- 
tation to be present. 

The present head of the Columbus fam- 
ily is the Duke of Veragua. Some years 
ago when he was in better circumstances’ 
he was a member of the Spanish cabinet, : 
but he is now a bankrupt. Two drys 
after the recent dedication ceremonies at 
Chicago all his property, ancestral por- 
traits, etc., were sold for the beneflt cf 
his creditors. His ruin was aot caused by 
profligate extravagance. He devoted his 
fortune to the improvement of agriculture 
in Spain, and lost everything. At present 
he lives in the very humblest cireum- 
stances in a little village fifty miles frcm 
Madrid. 

It is peculiarly sad to see such a man 
the victim of misfortune at a time when 
we are recognizing in the most magunifi- 
cent fashion the debt the world owes to 
his famous ancestor. But the rich men of 
Chicago are in the habit of doing generous 
and unexpected things with their money. 
Perhaps some of the millionaires in that 
metropolis will brace up the duke in a 
financial way and have him attend the 
world’s fair as their guest. It would not 
cost very much, and it would be a very 
grateful thing for the American adnirers 
of Columbus to do.

Danger of Minority Rule. 

Our system of presidential elections 
grows more and more unpopular. 

So long as our electoral college rests 
on its present basis there will always be 
a possibility of minority rule. The Chi- 
cago News-Record calls attention to the 
following facts. 

Six new states this year cast 261,276 votes 
and ch twenty presidential electors. At the 
same time the state of Minnesota cast 267,700 
votes and has but nine electoral votes. The 
new states are:

The aggregate vote of these two groups of 
states is 798,562, and they have in all fifty-nine 
electors. That is to say,.they have less than 
7 per cent of the vote of the country, with 
over 13 per cent of the representation in the 
electoral college. Yet the fifteen states, with 
fifty-nine electors, do not muster as many 
votes by 75,084 as does Illinois with but 


twenty-four electors. 
It may be said that the danger suggest- 


ed by this state of affairs has never be 
come an active menace. Admitting this 
to be true, the opportunity exists, and 
in the course of time we may see a minor- 
ity of our population control a majority 
of electors and provoke violent resistance 
from the majority of citizens controlling 
a yinority of electors. If under such cir- 
cumstances public sentiment should be as 
inflamed as it has been more than’ once 
in our history the administration esta- 
blished by the minority would probably 
be forcibly set aside. 

Such conditions may never prevail, but 
under our system they are possible, and 
this fact is not at all creditable to the 
wisdom of the framers of our constitution.

Editor Godkin’s ‘Christmas Capers. 

“Journalism’’—especially that species of 
‘‘journalism’’ which flourishes in the me- 
tropolis—occasionally has some queer 
manifestations. They are interesting, 
whether we regard them as symptoms of 
evolution, or merely as the capers of 
coltish minds. ' 

The most recent display of freakishness 
is to be credited to Editor Larry Godkin, 
ot The Evening Post, whose detention at 
quarantine last summer was regarded as 
one of the most alarming circumstances 
connected with the threatened invasion of 
cholera. Editor Godkin is making what 
appears to be a perfectly serious effort 
to modify (or shall we say improve?) 
“journalism.” Instead of employing the 
columns of his own newspaper to reply 
to criticisms made on its policy, or its lack 
of policy, Editor Godkin writes letters of 
inquiry to his critics or sends them ban- 
tering telegrams. 

We have no doubt that this new style 
of journal has its uses, At least it 
is amusing and one of the most important 
functions of journalism is to amuse. In 
justice to his readers, however, and in 
order to give them the full worth of their 


money, Editor Godkin ought by all means | 


to copy into his columns his facetious 
letters and his bantering telegrams to his 
newspaper critics. 

The trouble with Editor Godkin is that 
he is unduly sensitive. A metropolitan 
“journalist” who is sensitive is as good as 
lost. He can never have any repose. 
The bad boys will gird him and pin 
squibs to his coattails, and he will find 
himself miserable in the profession of 
his choice. No editor’s dignity is safe 
when he permits it to protrude defiantly. 

Since the election, Editor Godkin’s 
paper has permitted itself to be goaded 
into Maaing a statement to the effect that 
during the canvass it “allowed no proper 
cause for criticising or denouncing Tam- 
many to pass by.’”’ This statement is es- 
sentially ridiculous. There was no reason 
whatever why it should be made, for it 
was nobody’s business particularly wheth- 
er Editor Godkin had acted the part of 
a sensible man during the campaign, or 
whether he had indulged in the antics of 
a mugwump freak. Therefore, the re- 
mark we have quoted has the flavor of a 
piece from The Billville Banner or The 
Arizona Kicker. 

Editor Godkin’s critics picked it out 
and jumped on it. The Boston Journal, 
a thick and thin sectionalist organ, the 
mouthptece of all that is malicious in the 
republican party, gravely invited “The 
Post to reprint a single word derogatory 
to Tammany which it printed between 
Cleveland’s dinner with the Tammany 
leaders and the election.” 

One would suppose that this statement, 
fastening on The Post the policy of decen- 
cy, honesty and common sense, would be 
allowed to pass unchallenged. But noth- 
ing of the sort.

He took occasion, during the course of 
his remarks, to “point the moral” of ‘the 
scene in which he figured as the officer of 
the court. 

Judge Clark is always happy in the de- 
partment of his work, not that he relishes 
the idea in the least of making the “punish- 
ment fit the crime,’’ but for the simple rea- 
son that it gives him the opportunity of 
preaching those excellent lay sermons for 
which the judge is noted, and which are 
never without their good effect in a criminal 
court of justice. 


The remarks of Judge Clark yesterday 


morning were timely and pertinent and 
were, moreover, sprinkled with that varied 
learning which the judge has gathered be- 
yond the tomes and archives of the law. 


Delk Goes Up for Ten Years. 


General Delk, the young white boy who 
was convicted of manslaughter, for the kill- 
ing of Tom Evans, a negro, in the Fulton 
county jail, was sentenced for a period of 
ten years in the penitentiary- 

Judge Clark gave him to understand that 
he was undeserving of the mercy of the 
court as his violation of the law had plac- 
ed him beyond the bounds of'a merciful 
consideration. He was a member of a very 
wicked and pernicious gang, and as such he 
had wrought no small amount of mischief 
before the latter tragedy occurred. 

He called attention to the fact that his 
mother in appearance was a gentle and re- 
fined lady—a mother who had no doubt 
acted @ woman’s noble part in the nurture 
of her children, and who was no doubt 
grieved and broken hearted-on account of 
the evil conduct of her boys. 

His sisters were sweet and modest girls— 
apparently refined and womanly—and yet 
in spite of such domestic influences he had 
brought reproach upon his hcme and family 
and covered his father’s name with infamy. 
‘The name of *Velk”’ which had formerly been 
clean and unpolluted was now unhappily 
dishonoved—his good old mother broken 
hearted, and his sisters, who had never 
wronged a soul, or brought a reproach upon 
their loveliness, subjected to the cruel hard- 
ship and humiliation entailed upon them by 
his conduct.

THE WEEK'S BUSINESS.

For a long time the Hollis saloon was lo- 
cated No. 14 but a few months ago it was 
moved out and for the past month the place 
has been occupied by the Eden Musee. 
Since the Eden Musee moved in, however, 
it appears that a man named Sorrells has 


leased the place for the purpose of opening 
a saloon. Before the last meeting of the 
general council he applied for a license to 
sell liquor at the place and the police com- 
mittee made a favorable report on the appli- 
cation. It was submitted to the general 
council with a great batch last Monday and 
was granted. With the other petitions with 
which the council had granted Mr. Sorrells 
was sent to Mayor Hemphill for his ap- 
proval. 

During the meeting of the general coun-. 
cil yesterday Mayor Hemphill sent in a 
cominunication containing a letter from Mr. 
Phillips who keeps the surgical instrument 
store next door. Mr. Phillips in his letter 
to the mayor declares that the location of 4 
barroom next door to him will materially 
damage his business. He asserts that Mr. 
Sorrells did not procure his license legally 
and cites the law he charges the petitioner 
with having violated in securing the license. 
He begged the mayor to refuse the license 
and Mayor Hemphill sent the communica- 
tion to the general council. 

A motion was made by Mr. Turner to re- 
consider the action of the council which 
granted the license, 

‘The chair,” said Mr. Reinhardt, “holds 
that the motion to reconsider is out of or- 
der. The petition is not the be og of 
this body. It has passed out of the hands 
of the body and we can do nothing more 
with it. It is now in the hands of the mayor 
and there is where relief must be found if 
the party wants relief.”

CRIME EPIDEMIC. 


A Tidal Wave of It ‘Is Sweeping jOver the 
x State. 


An epidemic of crime is sweeping over 
Georgia. Convicts are being sent to the 
penitentiary at a rate never before known 
in the history of the state. 

Since the™1st of this month eighty-two 
have been received and there are twenty 
waiting in jails for the guards to go after 
them and transfer them. In the last three 
months 18: convicts have been received at 
the different camps. Not one third as 
many have been (discharged.. Colonel 
James, the principal and keeper of the pen- 
itentiary, compieted yesterday the list of 
prisoners whose time expires in January 
and there are only thirteen of them. 

The prisoners now going to the peniten- 
tiary are mostly for long terms. Their 
crimes werd serious, burglaries assaults with 
intent to murder and murder. On October 
Ast there were 1,940 convicts in the pen- 
itentiary. Now there are nearly 2,100. 
This is a startling increase in so short a 
time. The time will soon come at this 
rate When Georgia’s convict army will 
number 3,000. Some time ago Governor 
Northen was considering the propriety of 
inviting all the superior court judges in the 
state to meet in Atlaha and confer with 
a legislative committee on the lawlessness 
in the state. 

He had casuil Conversations with one or 
two judges who thought it a good idea 
and it may be carried into effect the next 
term. The lawlessness is attributed to 
various general causes. Mob rule has had 
something to do with it and blind tigers 
are considered responsible for much of it. 
This is the observation of the state’s best 
judges. Of late the judges have beeh mak- 
ing the penalties more severe and it seems 
that the percentage of convictions is larger. 

The convicts in all the penitentiaries will 
have holiday Monday and they will get 
a good dinner. ‘There will be barbecues at 
some camps and sardines and fruits at 
the dOthers.

Shat New Law. 

This motion was based upon a recent law 
which was passed by the general assembly 
of the state, the salient paragraph of 
which was as follows: 


“In no case shail any person be imprison- 


ed for contempt for failing or refusing to - 


pay over money under any order, judgment 
or decree of any court of law when he 
denies that the money ordered or decreed 
is in his power, custody or control, until he 
has had a trial by the jury.” 

Acting under that amendment to the stat- 
utes, the attorneys for Mr. Ryan filed their 
motion to submit the case before a jury, 
and pending the action of Judge Clarke, 
they moved that Mr. Ryan: be allowed to 
execute his bond, which, however, was 
overruled.
